OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing, locally, has been fair to good, or what 
one might call spotty. One day the fish are really hitting, 
next day, just nothing doing, and the disgusted angler 
gives 
up 
trolling 
and 
goes 
rock 
fishing. 
Harbor 
Associates report that for the week ending Friday there 
were 135 boats launched and 169 salmon tallied, not too 
imposing a record. 
Fish are not running quite so large, and probably 
average about 10 pounds. The larger ones no doubt have* 
hit for the deeper and cooler w ater Another problem 
facing salmon fishermen is the large herds of sea lions 
that seem to have moved in to the salmon area. These 
pests are attacking the salmon with vigor and so 
expeciallv for a hooked fish, pretty soft pickings. 
Nothing is m ore exasperating than to have a live fish 
hooked, and ready to be netted, only to have a sea lion 
swiftly wim in. take it off the hook and retire beyond 
shooting range and proceed to laugh at the angler, 
shaking the tail in the angler s face. Fisherm en are not 
dumb, as often depicted They have keen minds, and 
profanity being the safety valve of a great mind, as 
exemplified by a sea lion thwarted angler, and the use of 
this valve is not to be dismissed as idle prattle. 
It is permissible to shoot a sea lion that is interfering 
with an angler, but what is the loss of one pest among so 
m any0 How about the anchovy-reduetion people using 
these pests for reduction to cat and dog food0 Think of 
the satisfaction of watching the cat eating a sea-lion 
meal, and figuring many other cats are doing the same, 
lessening the sea-lion herds 
Rock fishing is good, and many limits are being taken 
in com paratively shallow water, as the forage fish are 
apparently in 40 feet of water, with red cod being 
prevalent in the sack. 
Some of our piscatorial friends have been fishing 
Morro Bay with a modicum of success, but still not what 
it used to be Halibut and flounders are being caught, 
also lots of jack smelt A boat is a must, so try running 
out to the breakw ater and drifting in with the tide, using 
a live ancbovv as bait. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
In most parts of central and northern California it is on 
the quiet side, that is in the lower elevations, some good 
fishing in and above the 7.000 foot elevation. 
Locally. Cachuma Lake reports bass and catfishing. no 
trout. M argarita Lake on the slow side, but with good- 
sized bass being taken at night Last week we visited the 
lake, found few anglers and little action. We had heard 
about the trailer and cam p park 1‘ i miles from the lake 
and gave it the once over t Camping is not allowed in the 
park area » 
We were agreeably surprised at what "C am per T railer 
Dude Ranch" had to offer - clean facilities, dust-free 
roads and many fine trailer and camping spots, with a 
well-kept swimming pool equal to any standard resort, 
the whole area well policed. The organization is under 
new m anagem ent with plans for further im provem ents 
to go in next winter. Soon as the heat lets up. and after 
the holiday, we will point our VW cam per in that 
direction for a few days of peace and quiet! 
Planting of Nacimiento River has ended for the year, 
with the w ater w arm and low. 
Nacimiento Lake reports bass fishing good, but not 
many lunkers being taken, fish running from two pounds 
and down The big fish are no doubt hiding out in the cool 
deep water, but a well-placed lure or plastic w orm m ay 
lure them to a fate worse than death < the hot side of a fry 
pain. 
In the north and central coastal regions, P.G. and E 
Scouts report that the much looked for salmon migration 
has started up the Klamath and Trinity Kivers. u th e r 
areas are having the m id-summer recession in the lower 
reaches of most stream s and lakes. Fishing is fair to 
good in elevations up to and over 7.000 feet. 
Salmon plentiful in the Klamath and Trinity as far as 
Willow Creek, with fish running to six and eight 
pounds...In Mendocino County, salmon tishing in the 
ocean is good, with many limits of both chmooks and 
silvers 
Fishing in the ocean is apparently on the 
dangerous side, and the scouts warn fishermen to 
beware of treacherous tides and waves. 


All in all. the average vacationer who stays in the 
lower elevations will not do much good, and for serious 
fishing must start to climb. 


N earer home, Lopez Lake is still slow except for 
fishermen with a boat working the east side of the lake, 
both deep tishing and trolling Not much action in Lopez 
Creek, which has had several plantings in the upper 
reaches. No doubt most of the fish come down stream to 
the lake, as some fair tishing was had at the entrance of 
the creek to the lake. 


In most of the state a straight 93-day duck season was 
set by the State Kish and G am e Commission last week 
Season lasts Oct 17-Jan. 17. Bag and possession limit 
seven adn seven. Goose season sam e dates, with limits 
of six and six. of which three must be white geese. 


In Southern Calitornia. and Colorado River area, a 
split season was ordered and in the northeast part of the 
state a straight 93-da v deason was set Each ol these 
areas has its own rules which can be obtained from any 
office of the D.F.G. 


Only one Ross goose may be had in any bag or 
possession limit in any part of the state.

economy. Beans are 
an important econo­

product 
in 
Lompoc Valley and 
T aylor 
and 
his 
feliow bean officials 
want to keep it that 
way. 
There are problems, however. 
The market is depressed somewhat 
and production is down slightly from 
last year, according to Taylor But 
the bean folk are not taking it lying 
down as the saying goes. Included in 
the $160.000 is a sum of $25.000 for 
field research to be carried out by 
the 
University 
of California 
at 
Davis; 
$30,000 
lor 
utilization 
research; and $23.000 for promotion 
Taylor says he's seen some of the 
problems growing for years. Nub of 
the problem is quite simply that 
today’s modern women have lost 
interest in soaking beans overnight 
the way their mothers did. It’s got to 
be instantaneous like everything 
else in the gustatory line. 
So that's just what the bean folk 
are going to do. make a bean, all 
beans in fact, ready to go into the 
stew pot directly from the bag. It'll

This is not my view alone. Dr. 
Sidney Hook, an eminent professor 
of philosophy and a certified liberal, 
laid it on the line last month in 
testifying 
before 
the 
Scranton 
Commission on Campus I nrest. He 
spoke 
scathingly 
of 
"fanatical 
student 
extrem ists’’ 
who 
have 
imposed their own brand of fascism 
on their institutions. "And most 
shameful ot all." said Dr. Hook, 
"these students have faculty allies 
who 
encourage 
and 
extenuate 
attacks on the academic freedom of 
their colleagues. " 
Dr 
Hook 
laid 
his 
lash 
on 
"opportunistic adm inistrators with 
flexible backbones." but in the last 
analysis, he said, "it has been the 
faculty 
who 
have 
been 
chiefly 
responsible 
for 
the 
decline 
in 
academic freedom. For they have 
lacked the moral courage to uphold 
the professional standards ot their 
calling as teachers and seekers of 
the truth. " 
This 
failure 
ot 
nerve 
and 
intelligence." in Dr. Hook s view, 
has presented American colleges 
and universities with "the gravest 
crisis in their history." For the past 
several months, as president of 
University 
Centers 
for 
Rational 
Alternatives, he has been throwing 
his own formidable energies into a 
revitalization ot iaculty morale. His 
grass-roots organization of scholars 
proposes something more effective 
than hand-wringing at faculty teas. 
They 
propose 
to 
restore 
true 
academ ic freedom, and they have 
an orderly plan tor gaming that end. 
The tactical proposals advanced 
by 
Dr. 
Hook 
call 
for 
the 
promulgation at every institution, at 
the start ot the academ ic year, of a 
clear statem ent ot principles and 
rules governing the expression of 
dissent 
Faculty, 
students, 
and 
adm inistrators, 
acting 
together, 
would 
define 
t tie 
kinds 
ot 
im p e r m is s ib le 
c o n d u c t 
and 
behavior. 
Punishments would be 
spelled out with equal clarity 
Violations would be dealt with 
first by faculty - student marshals, 
then by obtaining court injunctions. 
It disorder escalates into arson. 


a ssa u lt 
and v an d alism , 
the 
u n iv e r s ity 
m a r s h a ls 
should 
accompany police "so that their 
mission 
can 
be 
accomplished 
without force where resistance is 
not offered, and with minimum 
force where

is." 
Academic 
sanctions 
against guilty students

There can be no amnesty 
and no appeasement. 
These 
proposals do indeed offer 


"rational 
alternatives"

repeating: 
If 
responsible students, teachers, and 
administrators fail to em brace such 
plans this fall, by next winter an 
outraged body of parents, alumni, 
and legislators will impose much 
harsher plans of their own.

I pranced around telling everyone 
i told you so" and the first year the 
plan worked pretty good. 
Something's 
gone 
wrong 
now, 
however. 
Don't look now, but Cincinnati is 
running away with the National 
Leauge West Division andBaltimore 
is doing the sam e in the American 
League East 
Pittsburg, New York and Chicago 
are making it interesting in the 
National East, and Minnesota and 
California are battling it out in the 
American West, otherwise, all the 
other team s are left just to watch. 
What does that add up to? 
Only about eight or nine team s in
